ment of community ideals in dairying. 


DefiiUte word has been received 


that Mr. W. A. Orion, in charge of 
Potato Disease Investigation for the 
TJ. S. Department of Agriculture, will 
be in attendance at the Convention.

The average man or woman has 


only a hazy idea of what European 
secret service and espionage really 
means and accomplishes. 
Short sto- 


ries and novels, written in a back- 
ground 
of 
diplomacy 
and 
secret 


agents, have given the public vague 
impressions 
about 
the 
world 
of 


spies. 
But this is the first real, un- 


varnished account of the system; the 
class of men and women employed; 
the means used to obtain the desired 
results, and the risks run by those con- 
nected with this service. And before 
continuing with the narration of my 
own mission as the kaiser's personal 
spy, I think it well to give my read- 
ers this general Insight of the spy 
system of Europe, and particularly of 
the German empire. 


Since the days of Moses, who em- 


ployed spies in Canaan, to Napoleon 
Bonaparte, who inaugurated the first 
thorough system of political espion- 
age, potentates, powerful 
ministers 


and liPacK of departments have found 
it riftf s^ary to obtain early aud cor- 
rect m:ormatlon other than through 
(he usual oliinal channels 
To gain 


this knowledge they have to employ 
person-, unknown and unrecognized in 
official firr-les. 
A recognized official, 


such as an ambassador or a secretary 
of legation, an envoy plenipotentiary 
or a consul, would not be able to 
gain the information sought, as natu- 
rally p\erybody is on their guard 
against him. 
Moreover, official eti- 


quette prevents an ambassador or con- 
sul Irom acting in such a capacity. 
But European governments must keep 
a stringent watch on one another's 
movements, and this is posbible only 
by an efficient system of espionage, 
by trained men and women, willing 
to run the risk attached to this sort 
of woi k 


Kor risks there ore. 
I have been 


imprisoned twice, once in the lialkaas 
at Belgrade, once In Kngland.

been attacked five times and bear the 
marks of the wounds to this day Es- 
capes I have had by the dozens. All 
my missions were not successes, more 
often, failures an-' the tailures are 
often serious, verging on the fatal 
For Instance:

four classes—topography, trigonome- 
try, naval construction and drawing. My 
tutors were all experts in the Imperial 
service. 
A secret service agent sent 


out to investigate and report on the 
condition, situation, and armament of 
a fort like Verdun in France must be 
able to make correct estimates of dis- 
tances, height, angles, conditions of 
-lie ground, etc. This can only be done 
by a man of the correct scientific 
training. He must have the science of 
topography at his finger tips; he must 
be able to make quick and accurate 
calculations, using trigonometry, as 
well as possessing skill as a drafts- 
man. In a mission to Port Arthur (be- 
fore the Russian-Japanese war), where 
I had to report on the defenses, I 
found this training invaluable.

who have mysteriously disappeared, 
"dropped out of 'sight," caught or 
killed—not always by their opponents. 


The Case of Olga Bruder. 


To cite but two cases, one of a 


woman, the other of a man: 


Olga Bruder was a spy. She worked 


for Germany and for the service bu- 
reau in Brussels. A few years ago it 
was announced in the European news- 
papers that a woman known :is Olga 
Bruder had committed suicide in a 
liotel at Memcl, on the Russian bor- 
der. 
Fraulein Bruder had been sent 


after tho plans of a Russian fort. 
In 


Berlin they learned that she had ob- 
tained them, but becoming involved in 
a love affair with a Russian officer, 
was holding them out, planning to re- 
store them to him. Also, contrary to 
the service regulations, she knew four 
foreign agents well 
Later reports 


from Danzig revealed the fact that she 
had become enamored with a sectional 
chief of the Russian service and that 
she was about to give up everything 
to him. 
So Olga Bruder committed 


suicide. She was poisonod. 


As for Lieutenant von Zaetrov, an 


ex-army officer in the German secret 
service, he was killed in a duel. Zas- 
trov was suspected of flirting with 
Russian agents—only suspected. 
He 


knew too much to be imprisoned. He 
was a civilian and under the German 
law entitled to n public hearing. Had 
he still been a military man. a FPCI et 
tribunal would have been possible, but 
being the scion of an old aristocratic 
house and knowing official secrets, it 
was not wise to put him In against 
the regular machinery of elimination. 
So Zastrov was challenged to a duel. 
He killed the first man the service 
chiefs sent against him, yet no sooner 
was that duel over than he was chal- 
lenged again. In half an hour Zastrov 
was dead. 


Yes, your own employers often think 


it advisable at times to eliminate a 
too clever or knowing member of their 
servic-e, unless that same member has 
procured for himself a solid, good "life 
insurance" in the nature of documen- 
tary evidence of such character that 
to meddle with him brings danger of 
disclosure.

Punishment for cowardice in the 


German army at the time of the Thir- 
ty Years' war was so severe as to be 
ferocious. In the year 1642 the Swed- 
ish General Torstensson stormed Leip- 
zig. 
A force under the command of 


the Grand Luke Leopold gave him 
battle before the gates of the city, but 
during the engagement the Madlon- 
ische regiment became suddenly panic- 
stricken, and fled. 


Punishment immediately followed. 


When the regiment had again assem- 
bled, six other regiments surrounded 
it, and tried it by court-martial in the 
open field. The verdict was that the 
colonel and the captains should die by 
the sword, and that every tenth man 
among the noncommissioned officers 
and men should be hanged. 


The stern verdict was carried out 


to the letter, except that at the re- 
quest of Leopold the men were shot, 
instead of hanged; Col. George Ma<5- 
lonlsche was beheaded, after he had 
sought in vain for a pardon. The sur- 
vivors were consigned to quarters with 
other commands, and the regiment 
never regained its name or former 
prestige. In those days, there was no 
alternative but to be brave. 
Cow- 


ardice meant either death or everlast- 
ing disgrace.—Youth's Companion.

ly Punished Comrades Who 


Showed White Feather. 


Punishment for cowardice In the 


German army at the time of the Thir- 
ty Years' war was so severe as to be 
ferocious. 
In the year 1G42 the Swed- 


ish General Torstensson stormed J-olp- 
zlg. 
A force under the command of 


the Grand Luke Leopold gave him 
battle before the gates of the city, but 
during tbe engagement the Madlon- 
ische regiment became suddenly pa;iic- 
Eitrlcken. and fled. 


Punishment immediately 
followed. 


When tbe regiment had again assem- 
bled, six other regiments surrounded 
It, nnd tried it by court-martial la the 
open field. The verdict wae that tho 
colonel and tbe captains should die by 
the sword, and that every tenth man 
among tbe noncommissioned 
officers 


and men should be hanged. 


The stern verdict was carried out 


to the letter, except that at tbe re- 
quest of Leopold the men were shot. 
Instead of hanged; Col. G-eorge Mad- 
lonlsche was beheaded, after he had 
sought In vain for a pardon. The sur- 
vivors were consigned to quarters with 
other commands, and the regiment 
never regained Its name or former 
prestige. In those days, there was no 
alternative but to be brave. Cow- 
ardice meant either death or everlast- 
ing disgrace.—Youth's Companion.

THE NATIONAL RIVKRS AM) HAKBOKS COXGRKSS. 


The Tribune is in receipt of a copy of the official call of the National 


Hivers and Harbors Congre.->s, which will be held on Wednesday, Thursday 
cud Friday, the 9th, ]0th and llth of December, at Washington, D. C. 


The call also has a considerable amount of talk, information and other- 


wise, relative to the urgent need there is for good big appropriations for 
improving the waterways of the country. The pamphlet claims that there 
has been a declaration of war against the waterways of the country and 
intimates that this is clone for the purpose of benefitting the railroads, 
which they say, are inadequate to handle the business of the country. 


This waterway proposition has received considerable airing during 


the past few years, and demonstrations have been made to show that all 
kind:; of commodities can be shipped by *<ater much cheaper than they can 
by rail. The demonstrations have also shown that the things that were 
shipped by canal boat traveled faster jmd reached their destination sooner 
than they would had they been placed on a train and 
started for their 


destination. 


Under the circumstances of cheaper transportation and quicker service 


one would think that the people would avail themselves of the opportuni- 
ties offered to ship their commodities by boat. 


But they do not. 
Notwithstanding the cheapness and the alleged 


quickness, freighting has fallen off by water in the last twenty-five yeats 
so that at the present time, there Is little doing in this line, and the result 
Is that many o[ the boats have gone out of commission and no new ones are 
being built to take their place. 


Any man who has spent any time along the upper Mississippi knows 


that the government is spending millions of dollars there every year In 
deepening and straightening the channel of that river, while as a matter of 
fact there is not a freight boat passing up "or down the river on an average 
of once a week, and only occasionally a passenger boat with a gang ot ex- 
cursionists who are bent on pleasure. 


There are harbors on Lake Michigan that have received an appropria- 


tion every time congress in et for the past half a century, and they have no 
harbor there now, nor did they ever have one. And they would have no 
particular use for the harbor, even if they did have one. They have noth- 
ing to ship out that could be carried prolitably by boat and the people do 
not get their supplies in that manner. 


Water transportation is all right if there is no other method of con- 


veying things. When you order something from the city it may not take 
more than a week to get the article, and then it may take three weeks, and 
if it happens to be late in the fall the article may get hung up somewhere 
and it will not put in its appearance until navigation opens in the spring, 
if it does then. 


Maybe the reason the people have decared war against the rivers and 


harbors is because they have become weary of having their money spent 
In such useless manner and want to see it stopped. The river and harbor 
appropriation at one time was looked upon as something sort of sacred; to 
say a word against it was like kicking against education, but those days 
seem to have passed away, and now the people want to see something com- 
ing back for the immense amounts of money that are being dumped into 
the streams every year. 


It may be that the railroads have been hoggish in their charges and 


have made immense amounts of money, but any person who has had experi- 
ence1 with water transportation lines, where they had a cinch on the busi- 
ness, know that they were quite adept 'n the matter of getting all there was 
in a proposition. 


There used to be a transportation line over on Lake Michigan that was 


operated by two brothers, both of whom amassed iiuite a fortune in the bu- 
siness. Their ability to charge all the traffic would beai was notorious, and 
they used to tell a story about them to illustrate their method in holding 
up the people, which was as follows: 


Some freight was being handled that was comparatively new to them. 


and one of the brothers asked the other about what the charges should be 
for transporting the stuff. 
"Why," said the brother, "charge all your 


conscience will allow, and then double it for my share." 


Anybody who has lived where he was at the mercy of a boat line for 


any length of time would hesitate a long time before he would go back to 
it again if the opportunity were offered him. 


We say, keep up the war on the river and harbors appropriation. 


FIGHT AGAINST FOOT 


AND MOUTH DISEASE 


Washington. D. C., Nov. 9.—The 


Secretary of Agriculture has Issued 
:he following statement regarding the 
quarantine for foot-and-mouth dis- 
eases: 


The present outbreak of the foot- 


and-mouth disease, which is one of 
the most contagious and destructive 
diseases of cattle, swine and sheep. 
ixceeds in area effected any of the 
five prev'ous outbreaks In this coun- 
try. Unless the infection can be im- 
nediately localized and quickly erad- 
icted, 
It 
threatens untold losses 


among live stock. 


So contagious is the disease that in 


past outbreaks where but one animal 
in a herd was infected, the entire 
herd in almost all cases later con- 
tracted the sickness. While the mor- 
tality is not high the effects of.the 
disease even on animals that recover 
are such as to make them practically 
useless. 
They lose flesh rapidly; in

AVILSOX UPHELD, SAYS AYLWAR1). 


Madison, Wis.. Nov. 10.—In the fact that the Democrats retain control 


of both houses of congress, John A. Aylward sees proof that the country has 
upheld the administration of President Wilson. 


"In drawing conclusions from the results of the congressional election," 


he aaid, "we should remember that Wisconsin is normally a strong Repub- 
lican state.

the case of cows, the milk dries up 
or is made dangerous for human con- 
sumption; in the case of breeding ani- 
mals, the animal once infected be- 
comes valueless for breeding, as it 
may continue to be a constant car- 
ier of contagion. 


It is possible to cure the external 


symptoms but during the process of 
attempting to cure one sick animal 
the chances are that hundreds of oth- 
ers may be infected. The treatment 
or killing of a single animal in a herd 
was tried in an outbreak and did not 
prove effective for the reason that 
the remainder of the herd soon be- 
came affected and had to be killed. 


As a result ot the five outbreaks In 


this country, and other 'disastrous 
epidemics of the diseases in Europe 
and Great Britain, veterinary authori- 
ties of the United States are agreed 
that the only method of combating 
the disease is to stop all movement 
of stock and material which have 
been subjected to any danger of in- 
fection, and to kill off without delay 
all herds in which the disease has 
gained any foothold. This enables 
HIP authorities to eradicate affectett 
herds and to isolate and hold under 
observation all suspected herds. 


For these reasons, the Department 


oi Agriculture has already quaraaf- 
lined ten States for the foot-and- 
mouth disease. 
The Federal quar- 


antine prevents all interstate move- 
ment of stock and materials likely to 
carry the infection. 
At the same 


time, the State authorities are impos- 
ing local quarantines which prevent 
the passage of animals from farms or 
localities known to' be infected to 
other localities in the same State in 
which the disease has not appeared. 
Each infected herd, as rapidly as the 
disease is discovered, is killed and 
the dead animals buried in a covering 
of lime. The skins of the animals are 
slashed so as to perni't the rapid ac- 
tion of the lime. 


The owner of the slaughtered ani- 


mals is reimbursed on basis of the 
appraised value of the herd, the ap- 
praiser being appointed by the State 
The expense of the whole process of 
condemnation and disinfection is di- 
vided equally between the Federal 
and State Governments. 


Until the entire premises have been 


thoroughly disinfected and alf dang- 
er of spreading the disease removed, 
the farm is quarantined by the local 
authorities in the same way in which 
it would be for a contagious human 
disease. This local quarantine pre- 
vents the visit of individuals or the 
transfer of any produce or animals 
from the farm to other farms. 
In 


some cases, because human beings 
can carry the disease to other herds, 
the state authorities have prevented 
children on infected farms from at- 
tending school. 
In other cases, as 


in Illinois and Ohio, the State au- 
thorities have closed the stockyards 
until they can be cleaned and disin- 
fected. 
The first effort of the Department 


is to discover and segregate all ani- 
mals sick with the disease or that 
have been exposed. To this end, the 
Federal and State inspectors are now 
tracing up, through bills of lading 
and railroad records, all shipments 
of live cattle which have been made 
during the last sixty days out of any 
ol the infected or suspected districts. 
Thr- herds of animals so shippel are 
located and immediately examined 
by veterinarians. In this way the 
presence of foot-and-mouth disease 
has been discovered in various places 
in the present wide area now under 
Federal quarantine, which, includes 
Massachusetts, 
New 
York, Ohio, 


Pennsylvania, Indiana, Illinois, Mary- 
land, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Iowa. 
Similarly, the numbers of all cars in 
which animals have been transported 
from these districts have been ob- 
tained, and these are being located 
and thoroughly cleaned and disin- 
fected. 


Following the imposition of a 


general Federal quarantine, and the 
killing of actually infected herds, 
comes a farm-to-farm inspection of 
the entire quarantine area. 
Later, 


when it becomes clear that the dis- 
ease has been localized it will be pos 
sible for the Federal and State au- 
thorities to free from quarantine al 
but the actually infected counties 
or distracts, and allow the unin- 
fected territories to resume interstate 
shipments of stock. 


History of Present Outbreak. 


The present outbreak first appear- 


ed in southern Michigan. 
How it 


was introduced there is not known. 
Shipments of diseased hogs from this 
place which passed to Chicago are 
believed to be responsible for the in- 
fection of the pens in the Union 
Stockyards. Once the yards became 
infected there was danger that every 
shipment of live stock through Chi- 
cago to other parts of the country 
might pick up the germs of the dis- 
ease and spread the contagion. These 
shipments, composed largely of feed- 
ers and stackers, were sent to farms 
for fattening and did not remain in 
Chicago long enough for the disease 
to show itself in external symptoms. 
Some of the cattle, carrying the con- 
tagion, after shipment develop exter- 
nal lesions and this accounts for the 
outbreak of the disease in States as 
far apart as Iowa and Massachusetts. 
For this reason a arge force of Fed- 
eral inspectors is now running down 
every shipment and examining the 
animals or herds at their place of de- 
livery. 


At present the chief danger lies in 


the- possibility of there being conceal- 
ed sources of infection. Every effort 
isis being made by State au'i Federal 
authorities, not only to trace suspi- 
cious shipments, but 
to 
convince 


farmers of the seriousness of the -lis-, 
ease an dthe extreme ease with which !

FIGHT AGAINST FOOT 


AND MOUTH DISEASE 


Washington, D. C., HOV. 9.—The 


Secretary of Agriculture has Issued 
the following statement regarding the 
Quarantine for foot-and-mouth 
dis- 


eases : 


Tho present outbreak ot the foot- 


and-mouth diseasej which is one of 
the most contagious and destructive 
diseases of cattle, swine and' sheep. 
exceeds In area effected any of the 
live previous outbreaks In this coun- 
try. 
Unless the infection can be im- 


mediately localized and quickly erad- 
icted, 
it 
threatens ' untold losses 


among live stock. 


So contagious is the disease that in 


past outbreaks where but one animal 
in a herd was infected, the entire 
herd in almost all cases later con- 
tracted the sickness. While the mor- 
tality is not high the effects of. the 
disease even on animals that recover 
are such as to make them practically 
useless. 
They lose flesh rapidly; in 


the case of cows, the milk dries up 
or is made dangerous for human con- 
sumption; in the case of breeding ani- 
mals, the animal once infected be- 
comes valueless for breeding, as it 
may continue to be a constant car- 
ier of contagion. 


It is possible to cure the external 


symptoms bat during the process of 
attempting to cure one sick animal 
the chances are that hundreds of oth- 
ers may be infected. 
The treatment 


or killing of a single animal in a herd 
was tried in an outbreak and did not 
prove effective 1'or the reason that 
the remainder of the herd soon be- 
came affected and had to be killed. 


As a result of the five outbreaks In 


this country, and- other 'disastrous 
epidemics oE the diseases in Europe 
and Great Britain, veterinary authori- 
ties of the'United States are agreed 
that the only method of combating 
the disease is to stop all movement 
of stock and material which have 
;>een subjected to any danger of in- 
fection, and to kill off without delay 
ill herds in which the disease has 
gained any foothold. 
This ena-bles 


the authorities to eradicate affected 
herds and to isolate and hold under 
observation all suspected herds. 


For these reasons, the Department 


of Agriculture has already quaran<- 
iued ten States for the foot-and- 
nouth disease. 
The Federal quar- 


antine prevents all Interstate uiove- 
nent of stock and materials likely to 
carry the infection. 
At the same 


hue, the State authorities are impos- 
ng local quarantines which prevent 
he passage of animals from farms or 
ocalities known to' be Infected to 
jther localities in the same State in 
vhich the disease has not appeared'. 
Each infected herd, as rapidly as the 
disease is discovered, is killed and 
he dead animals burled In a covering 


iE lime. The skins of the animals are 
lashed so as to perm't the rapid ac- 
ion of the lime. 


The owner of the slaughtered ani- 


lals is reimbursed on basis of the 
ppraised value of the herd, the ap- 
raiser being appointed by the State

Until the entire premises have been 


thoroughly disinfected and atf dang- 
er of spreading the disease removed, 
the farm is quarantined by the local 
authorities In the same way in which 
it would be for a contagious human 
disease. 
This local quarantine pre- 


vents the visit of individuals or the 
transfer of any produce or animals 
from the farm to other farms. 
In 


some cases, because human beings 
can carry the disease to other herds, 
the state authorities have prevented 
children on infected farms from at- 
tending school. 
In other cases, as 


in Illinois and Ohio, the State au- 
thorities have closed the stockyards 
until they can be cleaned and disin- 
fected. 
The first effort of the Department 


is to discover and segregate all ani- 
mals sick with the disease or that 
have been exposed. 
To this end, the 


Federal and State inspectors are now 
tracing up, through bills of lading 
and railroad records, all shipments 
of live cattle which have been made 
during the last sixty days out of any 
of the infected or suspected districts. 
The herds of animals so shippej are 
located and immediately examined 
by veterinarians. 
In this way the 


presence of foot-and-mouth disease 
has been discovered in various places 
in the present wide area now under 
Federal quarantine, which, Includes 
Massachusetts, 
New 
York, 
Ohio, 


Pennsylvania, Indiana, Illinois, Mary- 
land, Michigan, Wisconsin, and Iowa. 
Similarly, the numbers of all cars in 
which animals have been transported 
from these districts have been ob- 
tained, and these are being located 
and thoroughly cleaned and disin- 
fected. 


Following the imposition of a 


general Federal quarantine, and the 
killing of actually infected herds, 
comes a farm-to-farm inspection of 
the entire quarantine area. 
Later, 


when it becomes clear -that the dis- 
ease has been localized it will be pos- 
sible for the Federal and State au- 
thorities to free from quarantine'all 
but the actually infected 
counties 


or districts, and allow the unin- 
fected territories to resume interstate 
shipments of stock. 


Hi.st.ovy of Present Outbreak. 


The present outbreak first appear- 


ed in southern 
Michigan. 
How it 


was introduced there is not known. 
Shipments of diseased hogs from this 
place which passed to Chicago are 
believed to be responsible for the in- 
fection of the pens in the Union 
Stockyards. 
Once the yards became 


infected there was danger that every 
shipment of live stock through Chi- 
cago to other parts of the country 
might pick up the germs of the dis- 
ease and spread the contagion. These 
shipments, composed largely of feed- 
ers and stockers, were sent to farms 
for fattening and did not remain in 
Chicago long enough, for the disease 
to show itself in external symptoms. 
Some^bf the cattle, carrying the con- 
tagion, after shipment develop exter- 
nal lesions and this accounts for the 
outbreak of the disease in States as 
far apart as Iowa and Massachusetts. 
For this reason a arge force of Fed- 
eral inspectors is now running down 
every shipment and examining the 
animals or herds at their place of de- 
livery.

What was accomplished by Pasteur

ccomplished in the realm of human 
isease were the money value of hu- 
an life better appreciated.

light be. 


While Pasteur's main efforts were 
'ven to disease amongst animals, 
ne piece of work had far-reaching 
onsequences Jor man. 
It was his 


tudy of rabies or madness of dogs 
irhich led to the so-called Pasteur 
reatment which is an absolute pre- 
entive of death and disease amongst 
uman beings who have been bitten 
y a mad dog. 


In spite of the fact that Louis Pas- 


eur's work was responsible for the 
aving of millions of dollars for the 
eople of France, he died a compara- 
vely poor man. This fact has been

loss to Its iilk Industry of $20,000.- 
000 per year as a result of a myster- 
ious disease of silk worms. 
Final- 


ly, in desperation, the authorities en- 
gaged Louis Pasteur to learn the 
cause of the disease and to eradicate 
It. 
By simple but comprehensive 


study and work, he was able. In a 
single year, to create a. net profit of 
over $5,000,000 on the sale of co- 
coons of one estate, which, prevlou 
to his handling, had not met expens 
es. 


As a result of readily appreciabl 


value of the scientlQc methods of hi 
investigation and handling, he wa 
given another and similar problem t 
solve. Anthrax had become prevalen 
amongst cattle of France and it wa 
feared- that unless its ravages coul< 
be checked and controlled the dis 
ease might destroy millions of dol 
lars worth of valuable property. Bj 
similar methods he discovered the 
cause and means of preventing the 
disease. 
The anthrax amongst ca,t 


•tie has not been entirely eradicated 
is due solely to-the fact that Pasteur' 
teaching Is sometimes and somewheri 
Ignored. 


In studying the cause of chicken 


cholera, he accidentally discovered 
a vaccine by means of which he couk 
prevent the disease. 
He extended 


this to anthrax vaccination by pa 
tient experimentation. 


What was accomplished by Pasteur 


in the eradication of disease amongs 
worms, cattle, and fowl, might be 
accomplished in the realm of human 
dlsea.se were the money value of hu- 
man life better appreciated. 
Indeed 


wonderful things are being accom- 
plished; but not nearly so much as 
might be. 


While Pasteur's main efforts were 


g'ven to disease amongst animals, 
one piece of work had far-reaching 
consequences for man. 
It was his 


study of rabies or madness of dogs 
which led to the so-called Pasteur 
treatment which is an absolute pre- 
ventive of death and disease amongst 
human beings who have been bitten 
by a mad dog. 


In spite of the fact that Louis Pas- 


teur's work was responsible 1'or the 
saving of millions of dollars for the 
people of France, he died a compara- 
tively poor man. This fact has been 
Instanced by many "practical" peo- 
ple to justify the commercialization 
of great scientific medical discoveries. 
Certainly it la true that no man who 
has served als fellows and iheir busi- 
ness so well us Louis-Pasteur did 
should ever want any of the reason- 
able luxuries 
aud 
comforts which 


money could provide. Nevertheless, 
it is doubtful if any great financial 
genius has ever left to his family a 
greater heritage than was left by 
Pasteur. Titles, landed estates, hosts 
of servants and other possessions of 
wealth, would have been irksome to 
this great man. They would have in- 
terfered with his work.

AWAITING A CHARGE OF GERMAN CAVALRY 


E CONFLICT ON THE 


By EDGAR ANSEL MOWRER. 


<Coire»pondimt Chicago Dally News.) 
West Flanders, Belgium.—For more 


than a week I have been at the head- 
quarters of the Belgian army behind 
the line of the River Yser from Nieu- 
port to Dlxmude. I have seen how 
the remnants of the army from Ant- 
werp retreating on the way to Ostend 
•were sent to northern France to rest 
and reorganize and how the rest of 
the Belgian forces, being asked to hold 
the lines 42 hours, have actually held 
it for six days, thus preventing a siege 
of Dunkirk and saving the French, 
coast from Invasion. 


Stick to Antwerp to Last. 


Contrary to what was at first report- 


ed, the Belgian army left Antwerp only 
after all the forts except four had been 
destroyed, and these- four the defend- 
ers blew up as they hastily evacuated 
the town, the heroic Belgian, General 
<le Gulsel remaining to the last. What 
part of the retreating Belgians en- 
tered Holland and are held by Dutch 
authorities is not known here. 


It is certain that the others never 


woulil have escaped the Germans but 
Tor the heroic stand made by a mixed 
force of English, Belgians and French 
marines in the village of Xelle, south- 
west of Ghent, wherein two Belgian 
regiments—the Sixth volunteers and 
the Ninth of the line—particularly dis- 
tinguished themselves. 


Walks From Dunkirk to France. 
I reached Fumes October 10, hav- 


ing walked from Dunkirk, I crossed 
a bridge, reached a village Btroet and 
afttr two turnings emerged oil th£ 
quaint old market place of Fumes, tho 
home and present seat of the general 
headquarters of the Belgian army. 
I 


•went at once to the headquarters in 
the town 'aall, made known my iden- 
tity and secured a pass. 


Standing before the headquarters 


•was an automobile containing three 
British soldiers. 
I approached and 


asked the nearest one where the Ger- 
mans-were. He looked at me with 
astonishment and before replying or 
letting me explain who 1 was and why 
I had come, he exclaimed: 
"Good 


lx>rd! 
Have they let you come this 


far? 
Well, since you are here, it.can 


do no harm to tell you where they 
are." 
He drew a map from his pocket. 


"Here they are." he said, laying a 
Unger on the village of Mldtllekirke. 
"Our line extends from Nieuport to 
Dixmiide-. The Belgians are intrench- 
ing themselves all along the line." 


Starts Out for Nieuport. 


1 thanked the soldiers and set out to 


•walk to N'ieuport. On the outskirts 
of Fumes 1 passed a regiment of Bel- 
gians starting for Dixmude. I turned 
to the left In the direction of Xieuport, 
but at the village of Wulpun I was 
turned back by an overpolite Belgian 
sergeant. 


That night I heard a terrible can- 


nonading, and Saturday morning, Oc- 
tober 17, I learned that the battle of 
the 
Yser had begun. This battle, 


which has not yet come to an end, it- 
self is only a part of the greater bat- 
tle of which it Is likely to be the 
center. Small though It is in the num- 
ber of troops engaged, the battle of 
the 
Yser 
presents 
three 
distinct 


phases, according to the nature of tho 
ground. 


About eight miles east of Fumes lies 


the town of Dixmude, where the attack 
began. The Belgians here had been 
re-enforced by 5,000 French marine in- 
fantry, these marines forming the first 
line of defense, 400 yards beyond the 
town and on the right bank of tha 
Yser. 
The Germans attacked with 


great violence about nine o'clock Fri- 
day evening. Marines who figured in 
the battle estimate their opponents' 
strength at 20,000. The attack contin- 
ued until daybreak on Saturday, when 
the marines, ably assisted by French 
and Belgian batteries placed behind 
the town, drove back the onslaught 
with considerable loss. 


Reaches the Belgian Trenches. 


When I reached the Belgian bat- 


teries and trenches about eleven a. m. 
Saturday the former were keeping up 
a steady fire. 
Some of the Belgians 


lying in the trenches which had been 
the second line of defense tried to de- 
ter me from continuing farther, as 
the shrapnel fire was rather heavy at 
this point, but I proceeded until 1 
reached about one kilometer (six- 
tenth of a mile) on this side of the 
town. A Belgian lieutenant previous- 
ly had given me permission to go one 
kilometer beyond the town to a po- 
sition which, as 1 learned later, would 
have put me exactly between the op- 
posing forces and In full line with 
the rifle flre. 


Escapes Shrapnel of Germans, 


I turned aside and approached a 


church in the midst of a small village. 
All the morning the booming of the 
far away German cannon had been 
audible, but it seemed without impor- 
tance. Now I had my first experience 
of being under flre. As I was about to 
enter the church, intending to mount 
into the belfry, 1 heard an unnerving 
whir, of a somewhat lower pitch than 
that produced by projectiles from the 
Belgian guns. It grew louder, louder 
and louder. I felt as If a devil's fly- 
ing machine was looking about hunt- 
Ing for me, and for a brief second I 
wished that I had never come. Then, 
•with s. loud report, the German shrap- 
nel burst harmlessly 
beyond the 


church and 100 feet up in the air. 
Since that day I have heard and seen 
perhaps 20 shells burst nearly over 
me, but never without the same aw- 
ful sensation, which, I believe, is. not

PRINCE SAYS HORROR 


STOPPED HIS HEART 


Rotterdam.—The Berliner Tageblatt 


gives, extract* from a letter written by 
Prince Oscar to a widow of an officer 
killed in battle. 
The prince wrote: 


"Two minutes before his death I 


•was with your husband in tha front 
line of defense. 
Both of us had, by 


God's grace, come through a hellish 
flre -which luted all day. Tour hua- 
b4nd left to try to foioe an advance 


fear of death, but the result of the 
unearthly sound. 


Entering the church, I found it full 


of straw, the place evidently having 
been used as a dormitory for soldiers, 
but nothing had been touched, though 
chairs were scattered everywhere. Af- 
ter mounting a rickety ladder a long 
time in the dark I reached the very 
tip of the steeple above the bell. 


Sees Battle From Steeple. 


Looking through my spyglasses over 


the fiat country in the direction of the 
town, I was able to distinguish the 
very spots and buildings beyond which 
the Belgian shells were 
bursting. 


Flames were leaping high, but owing 
to a row of trees screening the Ger- 
man batteries I was unable to see 
what was burning. At that time the 
town itself was intact 


To the left stretched the poplar bor- 


dered Yser. I could see men shel- 
tered In trenches along the roadside— 
trenches so cut as to provide a skel- 
eton covering, upon which was heaped 
straw making a watertight roof. In 
front, about six hundred yards dis- 
tant, a regiment was drawn up, but I 
was unable to learn the reason why. 


In company with an English corre- 


spondent, at that time the only other 
correspondent with the Belgians, I saw 
the battle of Xieuport at close range. 
Long before we readied the village of 
Xieuport Baines we saw part of the 
naval squadron lying just off the coast 
occasionally firing at some unseen 
mark and heard field artillery boom- 
ing ahead. 


Hear Batteries in the Dunes. 


We heard the Belgian batteries fir- 


ing in the dunes on our right toward 
Xieuport and only when we reached 
the south pier at the mouth of the 
Yser could we obtain any idea of the 
general situation, the lines at this 
point being held by the Sixth and 
Seventh Belgian infantry. 
The day 


was cloudy and the wind was driving 
the mist of rain inland. Accordingly, 
we sought a high, deserted building 
that stood nearest tho river. When 
we finally stuck our heads through the 
skylight, by the aid ot our glasses we 
saw an unforgettable sight. 


At our feet lay the railroad station 


at the mouth of the Hiver Yser. which 
stretched away right to the town of 
Nieuport, then bent southward and 
was hidden from view by the building 
in which we were. Buhind tho river, 
hidden in a grove of scrubby trees 
growing on the dunes, were three Bel- 
gian batteries of four guns each, which 
wore firing incessantly straight across 
before us. The shells were striking 
beyond the village of Lombaertzyde. 


Thirteen Warships in Sight. 


To the left, beyond Lombaertzyde, 


was the village ot Westende, which 
the Germans had retaken that morn- 
ing. 
Still farther away the church 


spire of Middlekerque was faintly visi- 
ble. Lombaertzyde seemed quiet, but 
German shells bursting over it pres- 
ently located the Belgian trenches be- 
fore us and a few soldiers came run- 
ning over the dunes. 


But it was on the left that the spec- 


tacle was most impressive. There, ly- 
ing out from the coast at varying dis- 
tances, were 13 vessels of war. There 
were two cruisers, one of which fired 
occasionally from about three miles; 
the oilier lay silent somewhat farther 
from the coast and south ot eight de- 
stroyers, four French and four Eng- 
lish and three monitors. 


Great Flashes Bare Batteries. 


For a long time we watched the Ger- 


man shells bursting over. Lombaert- 
zyde. The Belgian shrapnel and the 
shells of the monitors were directed 
against Westende. I saw the Belgian 
batteries lying on our side of the Yser, 
but, 
though their thunder made our 


building tremble, we were able to lo- 
cate the batteries only by the terrific 
flashes amid the trees through an 
occasional rift in the smoke. So well 
were they concealed that the Germans 
must have been unable to locate them, 
since tUe only shells which fell in our 
direction seemed to be aimed at the 
lighthouse, which the Germans prob- 
ably imagined to be a wireless station. 
Each time a message was sent more 
shells came whirling toward the light- 
house. Many fell into the river. 


Tells English Officer's Bravery. 
We were joined in our skylight by 


a Belgian captain who asked us for 
the loan of our glasses and when 
ha had seen all that he desired he 
told us the story of the English lieu- 
tenant who had landed that morn- 
ing, the particulars of which he had. 
just learned. This officer came ashore 
from the monitor Severn with 20 men 
and three machine guns to prevent 
the Belgian retreat. 


Reaching Nieuport, he saw that In 


losing Groote Bamberghe farm that 
morning the Belgians had weakened 
their position. Accordingly, he start- 
ed with his 20 men across the bullet- 
swept area right to the Belgian 
trenches. The men who were there 
say he walked as calmly as if on a 
tour of inspection, calling orders to 
his men and signaling with his hands. 
In vain the Belgian officers shouted 
that the position was already occupied 
by the Germans. Either he did not 
hear or he was determined to accom- 
plish the task at all costs. 


Destiny broods and is silent over

Two 
officers and two-men of the subma- 
rine were saved. This information is 
contained in an admiralty report is- 
sued here. 


Servia Declares War on Turkey. 
London, Nov. 4.—With 300,000 Turk- 


ish troops marching against the Rus- 
sians and 15,000 already across the 
frontier of Egypt to attack the Brit- 
ish, Servia has seized the opportunity 
to renew hostilities with her ancient 
enemy and has declared war against 
the Porte, according to a report from 
Rome. 


In spite of the fact that Turkey 


and Great Britain are already at war, 
it was announced by the foreign of- 
fice that the British government has 
as yet taken no definite action toward 
Turkey. This evidentally means that 
England has not declared war. The 
declaration is looked for momentarily, 
however. 


Russ Cross Turkish Frontier. 


Washington Nov. 4.—The Russians 


have crossed the Turkish frontier and 
attacked the sultan's forces at Erze- 
rum, according to a cable 
message 


received by the state department from 
United States Ambassador Morgen- 
thau at Constantinople. 


Morgenthau's dispatch also conveys 


the report that British cruisers have 
sunk 
two 
Turkish 
cruisers 
near 


Smyrna. As this port was recently 
mined by the Turks it is thought the 
Turkish cruisers were caught making 
for Smyrna. 


These incidents officially reported 


indicate that war actually 1 a begun, 
although there is yet no indication 
to this government by Turkey of a 
state of war. 


Allies Rush Re-Enforcements. 


London, Nov. 4.—Every possible ef- 


fort is being made to rush new troops 
to the battle front in France and Bel- 
gium. 
It was admitted at the war 


office that tho British troops had suf- 
fered heavy losses in the battle of the 
Yper, probably heavier than those of 
tne French or Belgians. Tie Belgian 
troops are said to have lost between 
12,000 and 15,000 men. 


Germans Retire on Yser. 


The advantage which the Germans 


gained by securing a footholc' at ter- 
rific loss of life on the left bank of 
the Yser river has been abandoned, 
according to an official announcement 
issued in Paris. 
It states that the 


Germans have withdrawn and that the 
allied troops have regained the cross- 
ings of the Yser.

London Reports That German Attack 


Is Faltering—Berlin Claims to Be

London, Nov. ".—The German drive 


upon Calais has been halted. During 
the day came the long awaited falter 
in the German attack.

diminished in violence. 


Both to the south of Dixmude and 


to the south of Ghaluwe, between 
Ypres and Menln, the allied French, 
British and Belgian troops occupied 
positions considerably in advance of 
those previously held. At every other 
point at which the troops came in con- 
tact with the Germans during the day 
the allies were able to maintain their 
positions, it is reported. 


Paris Puta German Losses at 50,000. 
The French war 
ministry 
is in- 


formed tha.t the-German losses in the 
north in the last few days have .been 
50,000, a Paris dispatch says. 
After 


an engagement at a single point on 
the Yser the Germans left 2,000 dead 
on the field. The French casualties 
in this engagement were reported to 
be 115 killed and wounded. 


Germans Win at Ypres. 


The British war office made no an- 


nouncement to contradict the German 
claim of advantage in the fighting 
about Ypres, but admitted that the al- 
lies had been forced to evacuate part 
of the village of Messines in the face 
of a vigorous German attack. 


In Belgium the German attacks 


were particularly desperate in 'char- 
acter in the region between Dixmude 
and the Lys, but in spite of the vigor 
of these assaults the allies were able 
to make a slight advance along the 
entire front. 


Situation Favorable, Berlin Says. 
Berlin, by wireless via Sayville, N. 


Y., Nov. 3.—Analysis of the 
official 


and unofficial reports from the front 
show that the situation of the German 
troops along the Franco-Belgian bat- 
tle front is entirely favorable. The 
news that the French we're thrown 
back across the Aisne near Vailly, 
east of Soissons, and that the Ger- 
mans have gained a success west of 
Verdun caused much rejoicing. Mili- 
tary critics regard those two success- 
ful issues as important. 


Dikes Opened by Belgians. 


On the Battle Front, via Paris, Nov. 


1.—The German forces in the lower 
Yser valley in Belgium have been 
compelled to retreat, according to an 
official 
announcement issued here. 


The Belgians opened the dikes In the 
valley and the Germans (were com- 
pelled to withdraw from the flood of 
water that poured forth against them. 
As the Germans retreated they were 
shelled by the Belgians.

of being under llro. 
As [ was about, to 


enter tho church, intending to mount 
Into the belfry, 
I heard an unnerving 


whir, of 11 somewhat lower pitch than 
that produced by projectiles from the 
Belgian guns.

I felt us If a devil's fly- 


Ing machine was looking iibout limit- 
ing for mo, and for n brief second I 
wished that 1 had never come.

Slnco that day i have heard arid seen 
perhaps 20 shells burst nearly over 
mo, but never without tho same aw- 
ful uenuatlon, which, I believe.

unearthly sound. 


Entering the church, I found It full 


of straw, the place evidently having 
been used as a dormitory for soldiers, 
but nothing had been touched, though 
chalra were scattered everywhere. Af- 
ter mounting a. rickety ladder a. long 
time In the dark I reached the very 
tip of the steeple above the bell. 


Sees Battle From Steeple. 


Looking through my spyglasses over 


the flat country in the direction of the 
town, I was able to distinguish the 
very spots and buildings beyond which 
the 
Belgian 
shells 
were 'bursting. 


Flames were leaping high, but owing 
to a row of trees screening the Ger- 
man batteries I was unable to see 
what waa burning. At that time the 
town Itself was intact. 


To the left stretched the poplar bor- 


dered Yser. I could see men shel- 
tered In trenches along the roadside— 
trenches so cut as to provide a. skel- 
eton covering, upon which was heaped 
straw making u. watertight roof. 
In 


front, about six hundred yards dis- 
tant, a regiment was drawn up, but I 
waa umiblo to learn the reason -why. 


In company with an English corre- 


spondent, at that time the only other 
correspondent with the Belgians, I saw 
tho battle of. Nleuport at close range. 
Ijong before we reached the village of 
Niouport Baines we saw part of the 
naval squadron lying just off the coast 
occasionally 
firing at some unseen 


mark and hoard lick! artillery boom- 
ing ahead. 


Hear Batteries in the Dunes. 


We heard the Belgian batteries fir- 


ing in tho dunes on our right toward 
Niouport and only when we reached 
the south pier at the mouth of the 
Yser could we obtain any idea ol the 
ge.'ieral situation, the lines at this 
point being held by the Sixth 
and 


Seventh Belgian infantry. 
The day 


was cloudy and the wind was driving 
the mist of rain in!n.nd. Accordingly, 
we sought a high, deserted building 
that stood nearest the river. When 
we. finally stuck our heads through the 
skylight, by the aid ot our glasses we 
saw an unforgettable sight. 


At our [ e f t lay tho railroad station 


at tlu; mouth of tho lliver Yser, which 
stretched away right to the town ol 
Nieuport, then bent southward and 
was hidden from view by the building 
in which -we were, 
lie-hind tlie river, 


hidden in a grove.1 oE scrubby trees 
growing on the dunes, were three Bel- 
gian batteries of four guns each, which 
wore Ilring incessantly straight across 
before us. 
The shells were, striking 


beyond the village of bombaerUyde. 


Thirteen 
Warships in Sight. . 


To the left, beyond Lombaertzyde, 


was the village of VV'estende, which 
tlie Germans had retaken that morn- 
ing. 
Still farther away the church 


Hpiro of Mlddlekerriue was faintly visi- 
ble. 
Jjombaertzyde seemed quiet, but 


German, shells bursting over It pres- 
ently located the Belgian trenches be- 
fore us and a few soldiers came run- 
ning over tbe dunes. 


But it was on tho left that the spec- 


tacln was most Impressive. There, ly- 
ing out from tho coast at varying dis- 
tances, were 1.3 vessels of war. 
There 


were two cruisers, one of. which fired 
occasionally from about three miles; 
the other lay silent somewhat farther 
from the coast and south of. eight de- 
stroyers, four .French and four Eng- 
lish and three monitors. 


Great Flashes Bare Batteries. 


For a long time we watched the Ger- 


man shells bursting over ..Lombaert- 
•/.yde. Tho Belgian shrapnel and the 
shells of tha monitors were directed 
against Westende. I saw the Belgian 
batteries lying on our side of. the Yaer,
